THE TELEGRAPH TUSSLE. 


Decision of the Circuit Court of Shelby 
County, Tennessee. 


MEMPHIS, TENN., December 4.—In the 
Circuit Court for Shelby county, James 0. 
Pierce to-day decided the case of the American 
Union Telegraph Company against the Mem- 
phis and Charleston Railread Company,which 
was an application by the Telegraph 
Company, acorporaton of the State of New 
York, to condemn for its new line aright of 
way over the Memphis and Charleston Rail- 
road between Memphis and Grand Junction, 
renn. The points decided were as follows: 
Kirst—The grant of privilege to have the 
property condemned for the purpose of pub- 
lic improvements rests wholly inthe discre- 
tion of State legislation. Seconi—The laws 
of the State of Tennessee do not confer a 
right to any telegraph operations except those 
chartered under the statutes of the State to 
ask for or to have a condemnatioa of property 
ofany kind for the erection of telegraph 
lines. Third—The acts of Congress do not 
confer an powers upon foreign corporations 
in this respect. Section 5,263 of the United 
States Statutes only gives Federal permission 
to telegraph companies to build their lines 
along railroads, but they must acquire the 
right of way by purchase or contract when 
the State laws, as in this case, do not allow 
condemnation. Accordingly, the privilege con- 
demning a right of way in this case was de- 
nied to the American Union Telegraph Com- 


pany. 


A Conflagration. 

PORTSMOUTH, N. H., December 4.—Short- 
ly after 6 o’clock this morning a tire broke out 
in the fifth story of tbe Kearsarge Mills and 
in less than an hour the mammoth brick 
structure was in ruins. The fire is reported 
to have caught from a piece of waste in the 
hands of an employe coming in contact with 
a gas jet. The Free Will Baptist Church,oppo- 
site the ml and in dangerous proximity toa 
frame dwelling, is on fire. It is reported that 
an employe named Greenwoodjwas burned to 
death and that several were badly scorched 
ar.d cannot recover. : 

PORTSMOUTH, N. H., Dec. 4.—Tne loss 
by burning the mill is‘estimated at about half 
a million. Nearly 350 operatives are thrown 
out ofemployment. The fire spread so rap- 
idly the occupants barely escaped, as the 
fl rushed toward the staircase. Several, 
indeed, were obliged td leap over the fire 
in order to make their exits, and 
some were severely burned.

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The Condition of the Money Market.

NEW YORK, December 4.— The bank state- 
ment appeared a little after noon, and not- 


withstanding the contraction of 57, 823, 
800 in loans, which contribute 
toward the reduction of $13,394,400 


in deposit, the liabilities reserve is reduced 
to $2,356,200 and is now $2,461,875 below the 
twenty-five per cent limit. The items which 
compose the reserye show changes of 
$5,643,300 reduction in specie and $6,150 
reductionin legal tender notes. Making full 
allowance for the manipulation of the money 
market during the week, for foreign specie 
which has arrived during the week and which 
shows only in part in this statement, there 
is little comfort for borrowers to 
be derived from the bank figures of to-day. 
A year ago the banks had asurplus reserve 
of $7,686,675; in other words, they were 
$10,148,550 stronger in relation of reserve 
to liabilfties than they are now.

After Four Years Justice Tri- 
umphs. 
The Cruelly Wrenged Tribes Returned 
to Their Dakotah Lands. 


OMAHA, December 4.—Judge Dundy,in the 


cided in the Popea Indian case to recover an 
old reservation and establish the title thereto, 
that tbe Ponca tribe of Indians have a legal 
estate in the reservation, and are entitled to 
possessionthereof. Thecaveis the first on 
record where one Indian tribe brought suit 
against another in the courts of the United 
States, and has aroused deep and widespread 
feeling onaccount of the wrong done the 
Poncas. 


History of the Case. 
The case of the Ponea Uhiefs is one of the 
most interesting of the long series of wrongs 
perpetrated upon the red men, aod has been 


more or less before the eountry for four 
vears. Briefly, the pornts inthe case are 
these: In the antugn of 1876 
the Indians on the Ponca reservation 
were at work on their farm in South- 
ern Dabotah. They were peace- 
ful and happy, and bad chureh- 
es and schoois in a flourishing 
ecndlition. One Sunday when they went to 
church they learned that they were to be de- 
biived of their homes and sent far to the 
south neverto come back again. Consterna- 
tion seized upon tbe tribe, and runners were 
sent throughout the reservatirn do carry the 
dread news. With one accord they ali said: 


to go toa strange land never to return.“ They 


were to be taken to the Ladian 
Territory. Soon «after the Goveroment 
agents come 1 take them away 


Starding Bear, White Eagle and other chiefs 
absolutetv refused to go. The agents par- 
leved with the cbiefs for days. It was then 
proposed that ten of theleading meu of the 
tribe go with the agents totbe Indian Terri- 
tory, and if the country was not all that was 
represented, the tribe need not remove. This 
was agreed to. The chiefs found the pro- 
posed rew hcme a ster le, malarſous country 
and refused to acveptthe trade. “Ihe agents 
then deser ed the chiefs inthe desert with- 
cut money, provisions or arms. They start- 
ed to return on foot, and were fifty dave 
reaching the Otoe Agency in Soithefn Ne- 
braska, starved, bleeding and suffering. Here 
the Otoes furnished them with borses and 
provisions, and in five days they reached the 
Omaha Agency. Notwithstanding this treat- 
mentthe Indian ring. through its agents, 
forced the removal of the Poneas. The reser- 
vation was filled with miasmaand death, aud 
the poor Poneas perisbed like cattle. ‘At 
last, see ing nothipg but death before them ail, 
Standing Bear and thirty-seven of the tribe 
stole away, and after a perilous and painful 
journey reached the Omaha agen es. While 
here an order came from Secretary Schurz for 
their arrest and return to the Indian Terri- 


31, 1879. & protest against this action upon 
behalf oftheir congregation. Schurz did not 
answer. The prisoners had found a 
friend in the editor of the Omaha Herald, 
who enlisted the sympathi@s of Hon. John 
L. Webster and A. J. Poppletom, who on 
April 4, 1879 commenced h ‘corpus pro- 
ceedingsin the ca-e of Standing Bear vs. 
Genera! Crook, before Judge Dundy. Com- 
missioner Hayt was prosecutor of the Poncas. 
On April 90 the case came to trial and after a 
tedious trial Standing Bear and his little band 


of refugees were released. Short- 
ly after the Poneas sued before 
Judge Dundy’s Court for possession 


of their lands from which they had been torn 
away, and have just succeeded in their case. 
Wendell Phillips in a dedication to a printed 
statement of the details of this case refers to 
the removal of the Poncas as a fair specimen 
of fhe system of injustice. oppres- 
sion and robberv which the Government 
calls its Indian Policy; which has covered 
it with disgrace as incompetent, crue}. faith- 
less, never keeping its treaties, anid sys- 
tematiclly and shamelessly Violating its most 
solemn promises; has earned the contempt 
and deicstation ef all honest men and the 
distrust and bate of the Indian tribes.

Mr. Wiltshire’s Story of the Affair—No 
Foul Play.

A Post-DispaTcu reporter to-day ascer - 
tained the real facts in the mysterious disap- 
pearance of Mr. Frank Riggs, of Arizona, re- 
ported by his wife. Yesterday evening a 
gentleman called at the Chief’s office and, 
showing the account of the ak- 
fair published in these columns, 
he said he could explain the 
matter away. He gave a long story in a very 
detective -Iike shape, but Chap“ saw through 
it at once, and pald no further attention to the 
matter. His theory was that a woman of easy 
virtue, but passing as respectable, and living 
in a fashionable ne iz hborhood, had cap- 
tured the missing man’s heart. While about 
the Four Courts to-day a reporter met 
Operative P. Q.,“ and in response to re- 
peated questions obtained the following story 
ofthe case: Where does all the mystery in 
this case lie’ Is it a murder or desertion, or 
what“ The “Operative P. Q.“ replied: 


‘‘Tbave just left Mr. Wiltshire, who feels 
congiderably aggrieved over the way the morn- 
ing papers have spoken of his connection with 
this case. By the way, his real name is Bev- 
erly Wiltehire and his residence No. 2641 Olive. 
He says he first met Riges about four weeks 
ago, when he was introduced to him 
atthe Planters’ by Mr. Campbeil, Riggs’ 
partner. Quite a little intimacy sprung up, 
and the female members of the families made 
mutual calls at each other’s residences. The 
Riggs family at that time were boarding at 
the Planters’. Sometime after the first in- 
troduction to Wiltshire, Riggs and his wife 
went to New York,while Campbell and Wilt- 
sbire took a trip down in 1 
linois. On their return the Riggs 
family stopped at the St.James. On Thursday 
last Wiltshire met Riggs in his room at 
the St. James. They went out and paid a 
visit to the Mining Exchange, where Riggs 
was introduced to Col. Theo. Heman, man- 
ager of the exchange. After leaving the ex- 
change Riggs and Wiltshire dropped into 
Lupe“s. Here Riggs astonished Wiltshire by 
asking if be could keepasecret. The latter 
replied, ‘I think 1 can if there is nothing 
criminal in the matter.“ To which 
the reply was made. ‘Of course 1 
wouldn’t ask you to do anything criminal, 
knowing that you were incroduced to me by 
Mr. Campbeil as a first-class gentleman.’ 
‘Well,’ said Mr. Wiltshire, Wat do vou 
want me to do?? (Wiitshire’s idea was that 
the request would pertain to mining bust 
ness.) Said Riggs: ‘I want to leave my 
wife and goto Europe, and I don’t want you 
to tell her anytbirg about my going until you 
see Campbell. as I prefer that 
Campbell should break the ice.“ 
Wiltshire said, ‘All right,“ and 
Riggs tnen informed him that he intended 
buying a ticket onthe Iron Mountain read, 
and go to Europe via New Orleans, that he 
would write Campbell the facts in the case, 
and write Wiltshire either at the hotel or at 
his house. Ile gave W. $50 with which to 
pay his hotel bill, which he duly did.

the city appealed to the Court of Appeals, 
The appeal carries with it the ques- 
tion whether Judge Thayer’s ruling denying 
the city damages for the breach ef contract of 
1846 is law.

Edmond About’s Story of an Honest Man, 
from the press of D. Appleton & Co., New 
York,is a book which is sure to attract a great 
deal of attention. M. About’s appearances in 
bis earliest and perhaps happiest character of 
novelist have been so rare of late years that a 
resumption of the partis sure todraw full 
houses. Le Roman d'un Brave Homme“ is, 
moreover, a deliberate present of the accom- 
plished story-teller to the world which is 
afraid of French novels as well as to the world 
which derives a wicked delight from them. 
The book is dedicated to, and said to be writ- 
ten for, the author's own daughter, but it 
has something more than a merely negative 
morality about it. M. About has joinea 
himeelf to not 1 few other 
eminent contemporary Frenchmen who 
have taken upthe philosophe dream of in- 
culeating citizenship by literature, and his 
novel is nearly as much a novel with a pur- 
ose as **Emule’’ itself. To inculcate upon 
renchmen a saner education and healthier 
habits of living, to teach them to aim at the 
development of the resources of the country 
and to interest themselves in its political life, 
are the open and declared objects of the book. 
No one who remembers ‘‘Les Jumeaux de 
Hotel Corneille” is likely to fear that the 
allegory will bite in M. About’s 
hands, or that a moral purpose 
will imply a stupid story. The fortunes 
of the hero’s grandfather, a volunteer of 
1792, and his little grandiloquent weakness- 
es, are touched off very happily, though most 
sympathetically, bytheauther. Ardent par- 
tisan as is M. About of the revolutionary le- 
gend, his story of the youthful Jacobin who, 
whiie nobly addressing an emiqre of Conde’s 
army.

Perhaps the highly su l 
Dumont may strike some non less as a brave 
homme—tbough he certainly is this—than as an 
extremely lucky one. But the mannerin which 
his career, without any sermonizing or inter- 
ruption of action, is made at once to give a 
sketch of what may be called the moral history 
ef France for the last forty years, and to in- 
dicaté the directions in which the author 
wishes for reform, is worthy of M. About’s 
reputation as a dextrous writer. The old 
generation, dating from the last century, with 
its simple creed that all foreigners are the 
enemies of France and to be generally ex- 
terminated; the earlier generation of this 
century, with all sorts of vague notions of 
buman fraternity and a social millennium; 
the disappointment, which relapsed into po- 
litical indifference and mere mony-getting 
under the Empire; and, lastly, the regenera - 
tion effectea, as M. About mr hy by tne ter- 
rible baptism of 1870, mark the steps of the 
sketch. Ofcourse there is much debatable 
matter in this, and especi 
in the last * Impartial criticism may 
wisb that M. About had spoken with less bit- 
terness of the Germans, not because such bit- 
terness ig not natural enough, but because it

OUR PIGS TOO FAT. 
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The following from the New York Tribune | 


is very much to the point: 
Mere blubberis not desirable foodin our 
climate. As pigsare now bred and fattened 
they are little more than animated lard. 
Everybody bas been trying for years to see 
howfat they could make their pigs, and how 
wich they could make them weich in the 
sbortest possible time. The universal system 
of stufting has resulted in breeding out mus- 
ele (lean meat) and thickening up the fatty 
portions. Pigs are contined in close quarters, 
and are stuffed to the very verge of breaking 
down oftheir digestive functions, and often 
beyond it. Im the latter case they are speedi- 
ly slaughtered before they run down. 
\snally,fpigs are confined ip foul pens, 
where they are obliged to lie in their filth and 
Lreathe air poisonous with the fumes of de- 
cay. The whole system is wrong, resulting 
in distasteful, if not unwholesome, food. 
The effect ot this has been to change the na- 
ture, or rather the physica! construction of 
the animal, from a musenlar tos blubberous 
condition. Exercise and slow growth conduce 
o muscular development, as muscles are 
found where and when required, by simply 
allowing the animal to roam at will in a 
neld during its growth. The pig thus allowed 
to roam would, when fattened, possess double 
the amount of muscle (lean meat) over ove 
kept ina ddosed'pen. The recognition of this 
principle putin practical use can in time 
change the character of pigs so as to make 
them more palatable. 


Everybody complains nowadays of pork 
being too fat. Pig meat is naturally healthy 
food, and adapted to the wants of laboring 


veople, as it furnishes N of nutrition. 
Which they reauire. The modern improve 
wentsin breeding have resulted in makiug 
leave weights ina short time, and in round- 
‘uy und thickening the bodies, but the so- 
called improvement has reduced the demand 
ind the value of pigs for food. There are two 
Ways to remedy this evil; one is to enlarge the 
pen to a pig-pasture, and the other is to 
low pigs of the more muscular breeds, or to 
‘elect breeding stock from those of any breed 
Which gives evidence of more development in 


this direetion than of fat. 
HORSES’ HOOFS LN WINTER. 


Lack of moisture is not necessarily a cause 
of brittleness of the hoof, since the horse has 
“strong hoof. A continued dreuth is espec- 
ay dangerous when it acts on a foot accus- 
lomed to abundance of water. Under the ac- 
lion of water the horn cells absorb, increase 
in size, and push each other apart. By this 
action, too, some of the gelatinous matter that 
builds up the born is dissolved out, and when 
the hoof is again allowed to dry it has lost 
wateriaily in its power of cohesion. The 
more frequently the process of soaking and 
‘rving is repeated the more hurtful it proves 
tothe hoof, which becomes increasingly brittle 
and liable to split up.

Agaip,the emanations of this kind are 
far from conducive to general health, so that 
they prove huitful ia two ways—tirst, by di- 
rectiv dertroying the substance of the hoof, 
and second. by reducing the animal vigor, the 
the power of digestion and assimilation, and 
the power of secreting good hora. Standiag 
in such decomposing organie matter is still 
more injurious, however, When the anim] is 
eonfipeu to astell or box, for here the injuri- 
ous effect of inactivily is added tothe above - 
named conditions. 
Long exposure to wet and mud also at this 
time of year frequently produces cracks and 
other treubles in horses“ feet. The preven- 
tion is in keeping the feet clean by frequent 
' washing and wiping dry with a coarse stable 
cloth. A litle crude petroleum applied to 
' the feet before the horse are taken from the 
stalie will help greatly in 1 27 them 
from becoming cracked. If the feet are a1 
readx in bad shape they should be bandaged

The London Field says that itis not a little 
provoking that while the galloping Loagiish 
thourougobred has made no advance in speed 
during the present century, the American 
trotter has steadily and constantly lowered 
his record. And all this is the result of good 
breeding and wise handling. Turfmen have 
a saying that blood will teil, aad sporting men 
well versed in pedigrees and breeding of the 
racers entered, place their last dollar on the 
value of blood, when chere is no other higher 
record. The breeders of trotters think it no 
trouble to ship the brood mare a thousand 
miles to cross with the horse ot the desired

For an ordinary farm, writes a espond- 
ent of the Cristian Union, I would have but 

one book, and that one ruled after the form of 

the merchant’s cash book, and keep it very 

much inthe same manner, i. e., on the left - 
| hand page 1 would enter all the debts, and on 
the right-hand page alithe credits. From 
these two pages a balance could be obtained 
at any time I desired to know how the account 
was rupning. 

The tirst account I would open would be the 
farm. Onthe left-hand page I would enter 
the present cash valuation of my farm impli- 
ments and all new ones bought and repairs 
made. On the right-hand page I would enter 
the amount received for any implemeats sold 
or returned, etc. Next I would have a name 
or number foreach field on my farm and give 
it the same space in my book. On the left en - 
ter what I consider a fair price tor labor done, 
| cost of all fertilizers put on that field, and all 
| seed put on same. Unthe right-hand page 

the «ash value of all that the field produced. 
| Tue balance at the end of the year would 
} 


show ime the profit or loss on that field. And 

from the amount of this loss or gain I would 
know what next to do with it. Without this 
knowledge how could I inteNigently cultivate 
this field in the future? I might have an op- 
inion as to what profit I had, but such would 
be far too unreliable to base any future 
operations on. 

In like manner I would treat every field on 
my farm; also, my sheep, holding separate 
accounts with different breeds, if I had such: 
with my dairy cattle, my stock cattle, my 
worl:ing cattle, my horses and horse teams, 
my hogs, and po „ etc. Eich ofthese ac- 
counts will show its gains or losses, from 
which I can decide the future management. 
At the end of the year I would placeon the 
right or Cr. side of the farm account a fair 
valuation of my farm and all farm implements, 
balance up all my field and cattle acc punts, 
Carry the balances to my farm account, which 
would then show me whether I was werch 
less or more at the commencement of the 
year, and just where the loss was sustained 
or profit made. i. e., which field or depart- 
ment of my farm had been the most profitable 
to me, and which the least. The farmer 
needs not to have scales to ascertain actual 
weights. His estimates are good enough;
